A Gain on Arthritis 


For many years doctors and scientliti 


have been speculating about the cause of 
rheumatoid arthritis and related diseases. 
Quite recently such speculation practically 
ceased because scientists now believe they 
have developed a sound knowledge which 
enables them to connect arthritic afflic- 
tions and several other disorders together 
as to cause. 


The National Foundation and the Johns 


Hopkins Medical Institution in Baltimore 
presented their theory to scientific writers 
at a special seminar. They believe that 
the symptoms of these diseases result from 
alterations in the body's immune mecha- 
nism which permits some agents, possibly 
viruses, to act in the friendly environment 
of an inherited pre-disposition to such ail- 
ments. The doctors agree that their evi- 
dence was not conclusive but that it was 
"powerfully suggestive." There is, they 
said, evidence that arthritis and rheuma- 
tism as well as several other immunological 
disorders have an incidence much higher 
in some families than in the general popu- 
lation. Further, they noted, that persons 
in such families who do not have overt 
symptoms of the disease frequently carry 
a sign of it in their blood. The sign is 
known as the rheumatoid factor. 


The fact that many persons carrying 


this rheumatoid factor do not develop the 
disease has led to the opinion that some 
sort of a trigger was necessary to touch 
off the trouble. It was agreed there have 
been many cases providing evidence that 
an infectious agent was needed to cause 
the disease among those who carried the 
inheritance sign in their blood. It also was 
reported that certain forms of infectious 
arthritis are known to be caused by bac- 
teria and viruses because the germs can.be 
recovered from the swollen joints. 


Furthermore, cases have been noted 


\vhere rheumatoid arthritis develops early 
in life before the child's immune mecha- 
nisms are fully developed. Incidents of 
such affliction have been shown to be much 
higher in persons suffering from a condi- 


Bingo in New York 


The problem of gambling, legalized and 


supposedly under state and local controls, 
may be even bigger than complete pro- 
hibition such as we have in Wisconsin.

Some years ago the New York Legis-

The evidence given in testimony "demon- 
strated that the regulation of bingo at both 
the state and local level has been inade- 
quate and ineffective." Part of the trouble 
was the supervision by the Lottery Control 
Commission which, Gilchrist said, "has 
been somewhat less than rigid". He 
charged that some members of the com- 
mission have become "affected with vary- 
ing degrees of conflict of Interest."

a really important discovery in this field. 
Such a discovery will certainly be welcome 
for arthritis is a painful disease, often very 
discouraging because little hope is offered 
by doctors. As a result, many of the suf- 
ferers from arthritis are easy prey for 
quacks who hold out strong hope of a cure 
but who are unable to do anything and 
certainly much less able than the practic- 
ing physicians who in all honesty must 
decline to predict a cure. 


The Chicago Daily Tribune, in a series 


of articles exposing the efforts of quacks 
in Chicago, found that arthritic persons 
are the best customers of quacks. One 
reason is the terrific pain that may result 
from arthritis but they've become chronic 
and constant patrons of the quacks because 
of the fluctuating attacks of this disease. 
Very often when a person has suffered 
severely for a long time and finally turns 
to a quack doctor for relief it just so hap- 
pens that the disease is about to subside 
and the patient then is led to believe that 
he has received some real help. 


That idea is sufficient to keep him as 


a regular customer until a new onset of 
the disease develops. Then, if he loses 
confidence in one quack, he may only turn 
to another who is just around the corner 
with more promises. After trying out a 
series of these offers he again may be in 
the process of accepting treatment from a 
new quack when the disease subsides 
again. 


Both from the point of view of the 


great suffering this disease causes, and the 
fact that it makes the sufferers the easy 
prey of quacks, there are real reasons to 
hope that the so-called breakthrough of 
the scientists in this field may be near 
at hand.

In its judgment on presidents, 


history has a way of forgetting 
the little failures and successes 
that often loom so important to 
their contemporaries. It meas- 
ures them instead by the way 
they meet the one or two great 
tests which their day puts to 
that office. 


Few people even remember 


Lincoln's fumblings and h i s 
sometimes crude political parti- 
sanship: almost everyone has 
forgotten that Warren Harding, 
elected in a landslide, was once 
one of our most popular political 
figures. Already scholars pass 
over Roosevelt's charm to de- 
bate earnestly the wisdom of his 
major decisions in war and 
peace. And history will be char- 
itable of Harry Truman's out- 
spoken letters to music critics; 
he will be weighed, in time, by 
Korea — the beginning and the 
ending of it. 


No Assessment Yet 


So there is, inevitably, some- 


thing a little unrealistic about 
all the New Year's assessments 
of President Kennedy which tra- 
dition prescribes for politicians 
and pundits as the calendar ap- 
proaches the end of his first year 
in office. For he cannot yet be 
measured by the two great tests 
which our own times present on 
the presidency. 


The foremost of those is his 


leadership in the great confron- 
tation with barbarism. As in Lin- 
coln's day the test is not simply 
that of preserving peace, for 
that is a simple matter to do at 
a price, but of preserving a 
form of society, even perhaps 
at the agonizing cost of war. It 
is a greater task than Lincoln's, 
because the confrontation divides 
not a country but the world. A 
failure here, and all else is 
nought. 


The second great test is very 


like it: Perhaps it appears more 
prosaic because its battleground 
lies in the field of economics, 
where it is hard to raise banners 
and stir men's hearts, but the 
solvency of the United States 
involves, too. the shape of so- 
ciety. 


Economic Aspect 


True enough, the nation can 


remain solvent and still lose in 
the struggle witJh the Communist 
empire. It can remain so and 
still lose its ancient freedoms, 
political and economic, to ideas 
of a different way of ordering 
men's affairs. Yet if the sol- 
vency of the country be lost if 
«e debase the money and de- 
stroy the market system which 
shape* our society, ihen we can- 
not hope Jo resist nlber Ihe 
ideas or the armies of the ene- 
mies abroad m she world.

There can be no doubt in the 


minds of any who have observed 
Mr. Kennedy closely that tte 
presidency no longer looks the 
same to him as it did a year 
ago.

Khrushchev, the Cuban fiasco, 
the wall in Berlin, the shocks 
of the Congo, all these have 
brought the President face to 
face with the first of his testings. 


It is also equally clear that 


the President no longer has so 
completely cavalier a view of 
the nation's economic problems. 
His secretary of the treasury 
brought b a c k sobering words 
from the finance ministers of 
Europe, assembled in Vienna. 
And if we are not mistaken, all 
the easy promises for spending 
money, which came so easily 
to him -in the first months of 
office, have now begun to haunt 
him. 


This is a beginning, nothing 


more. History will likely forgive 


Mr. Kennedy his disaster in 
Cuba if, in the end, his civiliza- 
tion and his country are pre- 
served; if not. history will waste 
few words on cheering throngs 
in Venezuela. He can keep his 
popularity in the Gallup poll, 
or lose it, by his skill with labor, 
farmers and businessmen; t h e 
future will measure only what 
he did to the economic world in 
which they work. 


The truth is that a president 


can make a thousand daily mis- 
takes: he can win applause for 
as many passing successes. No 
matter, and it seems to us a 
little futile to add them up by a 
mark on the calendar. The meas- 
ure of President Kennedy can 
only be how he meets the great 
tests of the presidency, because 
of the president Kennedy can 
only be how he meets the great 
tests of the presidency, because 
they are, finally, the great tests 
of the nation.
